next point to consider in house fur­ 
nishing is the floor. The n e w house of 
modern 
design 
will

floors of hardwood, and some varie­ 
ties are so beautiful in themselves that 
the necessary treatment is very sim­ 
ple. 
A priming or tilling coat of shel­ 
lac to preserve tile wood and cover up 
cracks, followed by one or more coats 
of wax rubbed down until it has the 
beautifully smooth, unpolished surface 
so much liked at tile present time, 
makes the I vest floor finish. 
A very 
good preparation for waxing is made 
as follows; Melt one pound of wax 
slowly over hot water. 
When quite 
soft remove from tire and beat into It 
one pint of turjKMitlne. If a soft finish 
is desired add one cupful of paraffin 
oil Issfore using. 
When ready to apply 
have the wax melted and the floor free 
from dust. If there are any stains on 
tile floor remove them before applying 
tile wax. 
A strong solution of oxalic 
acid will remove black or almost any 
discoloration from wood, but it will 
also remove the staining substance, 
and this must be restored before wax­ 
ing. When the floor Is perfectly dean 
moisten a piece of tiuunel with tile 
soft wax and nil) the floor all over, 
using more wax as necessary. Let the 
wax remain on tile floor for an hour or 
more, then polish with a stiff woolen 
cloth, piece of old carpet or soft leath­ 
er or a weighted brush made for the 
purpose 
Do not use waler on wnxed or oiled 
tfivors unless you wish to remove all 
the finish and replace it with a new 
one. 
The dally care need be nothing 
more than sweeping with a soft hair 
brush, then wiping with a dust mop

An oak stain for pine or Whitewood 
floors may be made as follows: Two 
cups of bolled oil, one and one-half 
cups of turpentine, three tablespoon­ 
fuls of taw umber, three tablespoon­ 
fuls of whiting. 
Mix very thoroughly. 
A good cherry stain is made of the 
same ingredients, substituting burnt 
sienna for the raw umber and using a 
little less whiting. 
When floors have 
Iveen given one or two coats of stain 
they may be waxed according to the 
directions given above, 


C arp ets and Rugs. 


Old floors 1*1111 be puiuted and then 
oiled, or they may be treated with any 
desired floor preparations that nre ou 
the market. 
The hardwood or palmed 
floor is mach preferable to any earlier, 
though to make the furnishing of a 
room complete some covering is neces­ 
sary. 
This would better be one good 
sized rug or several smaller ones, de­ 
pending on the size and character of 
'he room The color of the rugs should 
harmonize wit Ii tile color used ou the 
wall or In draperies, but it should tie 
considerably stronger iii tone than ei­ 
ther or bot ii the others. 
One large rug is more satisfactory 
for u dining room tbau several small 
outs, ami the room which has wails 
decorated witli horizontal Hues. as it 
may be to give the effect of towering 
the ceiling, should have a single rug 
ou the tfiHir, otherwise such a room 
will hav# a patchy appearance. 
Most 
people have learned that for sanitary 
reasons the floor covering, whatever it 
may tie, should not extend from wall 
to wall uor be securely tacked down. 
to be removed only once a year or less 
frequently. 
Yet there are some bouse 
keepers who cling to tile old fashioned 
carpet without realizing the dangers 
there may la* from germs thriving in 
the accumulated dust. 
The artistic

little opportunity as 
possible for germs to develop In it 
“ unlight, fresh air and freedom from 
dust give the b ,t assurance that dis­ 
ease germs are not hiding in our 
homes, while thick carpets, wool lira 
I*erit*s and heavily curtained windows 
are likely breeding places for them

sidered either artistic or beautiful. 


D rap eries and W in d o w C u rtain s. 


Fem ininity loves soft draperies much 
more than the average man dislikes 
them, so as long as woman is the pre­ 
siding genius in the home she will 
have them at windows and doors. Cer­ 
tainly they do add the finishing touch 
to a home, tile final touch without 
which a room never seems quite com­ 
plete. no matter how well chosen are 
its appointments. 
Rut a word of cau­ 
tion is necessary in regard to draperies 
botli for artistic and sanitary reasons. 
Window curtains should not be so 
heavy or numerous that they shut out 
uir and sunlight. 
Wool draperies and 
portieres should be avoided iu rooms 
that are to be much used, because wool 
fabrics catch und hold dust more than 
any other material. 
For living rooms 
and dltiitig room silk or linen draperies 
are the best when expense ueed not 
he figured too closely, but there is such 
a big variety of cotton fabrics display­ 
ing beauty in botli design and color­ 
ing that one need not buy the more 
costly silks unless one prefers them. 
In 
color 
portieres 
and 
draperies 
should harmonise with both walls and 
floors and should be a tone midway 
between the two. The long folds of 
the straight hanging drapery are much 
more beautiful than the looped and 
festooned 
arrangements which 
were 
popular a few years ago and which are 
still used by some professional uphol­ 
sterers. W indow curtains should come 
Just to tile lower edge of the casement 
and not to the floor or spread out a 
yard or two on the floor, after the 
fashion of recent years. A single pair 
of window curtains made of thin ma­ 
terial, either plain or trimmed and 
hung in long straight lines, with side 
curtains to match the portieres, is tile 
hest trimming for any window from 
every point of view. If the window is 
very wide, making more than one pair 
of curtains necessary, there may be an 
overdrapery from the top as well as 
the sides. 
Tills should 
uot extend 
down too far. 
In 
selecting 
draperies 
keep 
two 
points firmly fixed in mind—first, don’t 
use flowered drapery with a flowered 
wall and don't buy heavy, unwashalile 
hangings for bedrooms. 
Such mate 
rials are entirely out of harmony with 
tile whole idea of bedroom simplicity. 
For n flowered or much figured wail 
no curtains are prettier than plain 
white muslin or net made with wide 
hems or finished with a ruffle. 
For a 
bedroom with plain wall decoration a 
white curtain with a flowered inner 
curtain draped at Hie side of the w in­ 
dow is very effective. 


F u rn itu re and W h ere to P u t It. 


One important rule to observe in 
buying furniture for any part of the 
house is that it be of good quality, 
built on simple lines and suitable for 
tile service It is intended to give. The 
filing room should have comfortable, 
substantial fu rn it ii re—not too much of 
it, yet enough to meet the require­ 
ments of tile family. The table should 
be large enough aud strong enough to 
support the weight of the books, maga­ 
zines und other articles which may be 
brought to it. 
The frail tuble, which 
looks us if it might go to pieces if sub­ 
jected to greater weight thau that of 
a vase of flowers or a book, may be 
permissible In tile reception room. but 
Is entirely out of place in the living 
room, where tile fit Daily has its several 
pleasures and interests. 
The chairs, 
too, in tills room should be comforta­ 
ble, strong aud sufficiently varied in 
size aud style to suit every one from 
grandfather to the little child. 
Furul- 
ture for the living room, especially the 
chairs, 
should 
uot 
be cumbersome. 
There con be strength without unnec­ 
essary weight, such us is often found 
In the so called “ mission" furniture. 
The lines and general composition of 
this kind of furniture are good, and 
tile popularity of the style has doue 
much to revive simplicity in furnish­ 
ing. but occasionally we find pieces 
that are unwieldy and awkward to 
move. 
In tile dining room the same rules 
should be followed; also adding to it 
that in this room the furniture should 
be limited to that required for serving 
and partaking of meats. 
A dining ta­ 
ble, six or eight chairs, a sideboard or 
buffet and a serving table are really 
all the pieces necessary in the room. 
and unless there is an unusual amount 
of space to spare no more should be 
addtai 
If possible the furniture in 
the dining room should be of one style 
and one finish. 
Odd pieces spoil tile 
attractiveness of the room. 
It is a 
good idea when practicable to have 
the woodwork in the dining room and 
its furniture match. 
For Instance, a 
room finished In old English oak may 
have old English furniture, and this, 
with a dull yellow or pomegranate wall 
decoration, is most effective in a north 
room. 
Do not crowd any room with 
superfluous furniture. 
There should 
lie enough chairs, sufficient tallies and 
one or more comfortable couches, but 
exaggerated creations in the way of 
seats, centerpieces and whatnots are 
not in good taste. 
The bedroom 
furniture should be 
chosen with an eye to fitness aud coni 
fort 
rather 
than 
fashion. 
A 
pJalu 
brass 
or 
enameled 
iron 
bedstead, 
dressing table or bureau, small table, 
one or two chairs, a washstand and a 
couch are ample for any room tho 
prime use of which is rest and sleep 
I would include a conch—a simple 
homemade affair will fill every require­ 
ment—in every bedroom. 
It tempts 
one for the ten minute nap during the 
day which might never be thought of 
were there only a trim white bed in 
Ihe room, and this little rest means 
added years to one’s life. 
The bed Is tile principal furniture iii 
the sleeping room and should repre­ 
sent the largest amount of money 
Have homemade dressers and tables if 
you must do without every luxury lf 
need be, but have a good bed.

In Michigan. Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and other central western states the 
co-operation idea lias a strong hold on 
the farmers in many sections 
it has 
worked out into practical ; ^ success­ 
ful results through the gi .agos and 
farmers' clubs. 
Here is one illustra­ 
tion; there are scores und scores of 
others. 
The Fruit Growers’ associa­ 
tion of Sparta, Wis., was incorporated 
in ISIK) with a capital stock of $< 5,<»00, 
divided into 3,000 shares of $2 each. 
In 11*08 this association did over $80,- 
000 worth of business. 
Some days 
it shipped as many as 4,000 cases 
of strawberries. 
During the shipping 
season the association keeps a repre­ 
sentative in South Dakota and also one 
in Minneapolis aud St. Paul. Through 
the efforts of these men they are able 
to watch the markets and ship Just 
enough berries to take care of the de­ 
mand, thus avoiding overstocking the 
markets and bringing down 
prices. 
Tile cost of running tile business has, 
uot exceeded 4 lier cent and sometimes 
has been us low as 2Vi per cent. 
Last! 
year the association paid a 7 per cent 
dividend on capital stock. 
Ten per 
cent of nil money received from sales 
Is hold by tile association until tile end 
of tile year, wiien the books are closed 
and tin* balance due each seller is paid 
to him. 
in addition to selling fruit the asso­ 
ciation 
makes 
Its 
own 
Inixes 
and 
crates. 
The net profit saved on these 
boxes by making them themselves Is 
from $stX) to Shoo |>er year. This profit 
is returned to tile farmers according 
to the produce each brings for sale 
When will farmers everywhere learn 
chat only by combining their efforts 
aud uniting their Interests can they 
secure best results?
